GIVE MEMBERSHIP 
RANOUET FRIDAY 


(Dallas News Special) 
Austin, Tex., Feb. IG.—Charg ing that the federal reserve 
banks have become “ the eng ines of oppression and destruc­ 
tion instead of a sustenance and blessing to the country in times 
of financial distress,” members of the leg islative committee of 
the Farmers’ Collective Barg aining Association have sent a me­ 
morial to the g overnor and the leg islature urg ing the immediate 
passag e of a resolution requiring the state commissioner of bank­ 
ing to secure from the banks under his control which are mem­ 
bers of the federal reserve system copies of all lettei*s written dur­ 
ing the past twelve months by the federal reser\*e banks to the 
member banks with the view of determining the effect of such 
letters on the policy of state banks in restricting credit. 
VARIOUS LAWS URGED. 
“ And we further urg e that if you find that the influence of 
the federal reserve banks or member banks has caused them to 
restrict their loans and thereby aided in producing the present 
panic,” the memorial continues, “ that such laws be passed as 
will compel all state banks to withdraw from the federal reserve 
system.” 
The submission of a constitutional amendment by which a 
system of warehouses can be constructed and maintained; a law 
iiaranteeing to the farmers of the state the rig ht to buy collec­ 
tively all articles of commerce; an effective marketing law; the li­ 
censing and bonding of all commission houses; the home owner­ 
ship amendment to the constitution as passed by the house of 
representatives; a g eneral plan on the quarantine act; an effec­ 
tive inheritance tax law not limited in its application so that larg e 
estates can escape state inheritance taxes, and the levying of in­ 
come taxes on all coiqjoratons and business firms which are not 
now paying income taxes, are all recommended in the memorial. 
“ We favor the passag e of all such laws as will destroy the 
power of monopolistic corporations to control or influence the 
marketing of products of the farm by coutrolling ; the sources of 
supply,” the farmers’ committee states. 
TO AID RURAL SCHOOLS. 
“ We favor all laws that will improve and raise the standard 
of the teaching force of the state and will aid in the establish­ 
ment of an effective system of public schools as demanded by 
the constitution,” the memorial continues. 
“ We insist that ap­ 
propriations be made to supplement the available school fund so 
that the per capita distribution from state funds shall not be less 
than $ 14.50 and in addition, we urg e the appropriation of $ 2,000,- 
000 per annum out of the treasury for aid to the rural schools. 
Provided, that the city schools shall have an equal advantag e of 
this fund, if there can be any justification for an unequal distri­ 
bution of special funds it should be favor of the poorest schools, 
schools that are not able to have modern houses and equipment 
without special aid. We also favor all appropriations necessary, 
when economically expended, to make each and all of the institu- 
lions of hig her education in the state as g ood and as efficient 
as the best in the union. We must have g ood scliools in the ru­ 
ral districts of the state in order that countiy life can be main­ 
tained at the hig hest standards, obriating the necessity of coun­ 
try people moving to town solely for the pur])Ose of sending their 
children to g ood schools. 
The petition is submitted by N. A. Shaw, D. C. Dove and Fred 
W. Davis, who comprise the leg islative committee of the Farmers’ 
Collective Barg aining Association. 
Each of the requests made relate directly to matters which 
: affect the ag ricultural interests of the state, according to the sig n­ 
ers of the petition. “ The time has come when some constriictiye 
leg islation should be passed in the interests of those eng ag ed in 
ag ricultural pursuits,” they contend. 
FARMERS CAN BE ASSISTED. 
“ We do not believe,” the memorial continues, “ that the state 
or federal g overnment by any laws that may be enacted can play 
a mag ician’s part in restoring to prosperity farmers who are in 
a distressed condition, but we know that much can be done to 
aid them materially in improving - their financial condition and 
to enable them to build a sound and economic ag ricultural struc­ 
ture. 
We therefore call your special attention to the following 
matters and urg e such action on your part as will, at the earliest 
date possible or practicable, put same into effect.” 
Referring to the operation of the federal reserve 
system 
throug h its Texas state bank members, the memorial said: “ The 
Federal Reserve Bank board caused member banks to suspend 
marketing any loans except for absolutely essential production 
and in addition have urg ed the banks, both national and state, to 
cut down same and to dole out the money in driblets. 
Our in­ 
formation is that this applies particularly to farmers.”

“We favor the passage of all such laws as will destroy the 
power of monopolistic corporations to control or influence the 
marketing of products of the farm by controlling the sources of 
supply,” the farm ers’ committee states. 
TO AID RU RAL SCHOOLS. 
“We favor all laws that will improve and raise the standard 
of the teaching force of the state and will aid in the establish­ 
ment of an effective system of public schools as demanded by 
the constitution,” the memorial continues. 
“We insist that ap­ 
propriations be made to supplement the available school fund so 
that the per capita distribution from state funds shall not be less 
than $14.50 and in addition, we urge the appropriation of $2,000,- 
000 per annum out of the treasury for aid to the rural schools. 
Provided, that the city schools shall have an equal advantage of 
this fund, if there can be any justification for an unequal distri­ 
bution of special funds it should be favor of the poorest schools, 
schools that are not able to have modem houses and equipment 
without special aid. We also favor all appropriations necessary, 
when economically expended, to make each and all of the institu­ 
tions of higher education in the state as good and as efficient 
as the best in the union. We must have good schools in the ru­ 
ral districts of the state in order that country life can be main­ 
tained at the highest standards, obviating the necessity of coun­ 
try people moving to town solely for the purpose of sending their 
children to good schools.

to enable them to build a sound and economic agricultural struc­ 
ture. 
We therefore call your special attention to the following 
matters and urge such action on your part as will, at the earliest 
date possible or practicable, put same into effect." 
Referring to the operation of the federal 
reserve 
system 
through its Texas state bank members, the memorial said: “The 
Federal Reserve Bank board caused member banks to suspend 
marketing any loans except for absolutely essential production 
and in addition have urged the hanks, both national and state, to 
cut down same and to dole out the money in driblets. 
Our in­ 
formation is that this applies particularly to farmers.”

Each 
must determine for himself the acre­ 
age to be planted to cotton as well as 
to other crops. 
With the dim light 
before us it seems certain that we 
should not put jail-our eggs in one 
basket this year. 
“With a large percentage of the 
world surplus macle up of low grade 
cotton, it is evident that what cotton 
we do raise should be not only the 
best tirade and staple but also pro­ 
duced at the lowest cost possible. Tn 
addition to this plan only one variety 
of true and tried cotton for each com­ 
munity would go along wavs towards 
correcting many of the ills of cotton 
raising. 
Such a method would pro- 
vent mixing varieties at gins, and 
would enable the 
farmers 
of 
this 
county to offer their cotton seed 
for 
planting purposes and at good prices, 
such as we have to nay every year 
fo»* out of county seed. 
“As with cotton, so with every­ 
thing elese we produce; it should be 
of the kind and quality that will com­ 
mand the best price possible. 
As an 
il’rstrntion showing the advantage** 
of such a plan, lot it he pointed out 
that. ordinary eggs are selling on the 
local market at from twenty to thirty 
cents a dozen, while standard brod 
egg* are selling at from seventy-five 
cents to one-dollar and twenty ce pts 
a dozen.
